And here we quote verbatim 
tile story of the “ Battle on rhe 
Hondo” as related in Mr. Sow­ 
ell's book: 
' 
“In a few days” (following the 
defeat of Gen. Woll’s forces by 
the Texans at the battle on the 
Saledo) “the Mexicans b e g a n 
their retreat back to Mexico, car­ 
rying their prisoners with them. 
.The Texans bad been reinforced 
By men from the Colorado and 
other places, led bv Colonels 
Burleson and Mayfield, until now 
506 men, followed the enemy 
{rom San Antonio. The rangers 
flung close on their rear, and 
came into collision with them on 
the Hondo. Captain Hays pro­ 
posed to charge the rear of the 
Mexicans with his Rangers, and 
capture their cannon which had 
.been posted on the near approach 
Of the Texans, if the balance of 
the men would s u p p o r t the 
charge. This was understood and 
the onset made, ana weii did the 
rangers carry out their part of 
the program. They charged to 
the muzzles of the pieces 
and 
shot the gunners down around 
them, but the support failed to 
come’ and they had to retreat 
back to the main body. In this 
short, desperate dash, Lee Har- 
rill’s horse was killed by a grape 
shot and himself wounded in the 
loot. Arch Gibson had his cheek 
bone shot off, and Sam Lucky 
was shot through with a ball and 
led from his horse. This latter 
incident, however, took place just 
before the charge was made, the 
shot being fired by a rifleman 
in ambush. ‘Big Foot’ Wallace 
was riding his mule in the charge 
end When the cannon was reach­ 
ed, was unable to control him, 
and he dashed 
almost 
into 
a 
line of infantry which had been 
formed to support the battery. 
Wallace tried to pull up but the 
mule kept on, braying e v e r y 
jump and with the balls whistling 
by, until one burnt the end of 
his nose and then he wheeled 
quick and went back the other 
way. “ Big Foot laid low on his 
neck to avoid the shots, and fired 
back as he went. It seems the 
failure on the part of the other 
men to support the rangers, was 
caused by a dispute as to who 
would lead. Wallace places the 
blame on Colonel Mayfield and 
others on Caldwell. The writer 
heard Henry E. MeCulloch say 
that it was a disgrace to Texas 
history, and as little as could be 
said about it the better for all 
concerned.” 
“The writer,” and we are still 
quoting Mr. Sowell, “has visited 
the place where this halt of the 
Mexican army was made, and 
can trace the route and locate 
the ground where the charge was 
made; not so much by signs 
still visible, but from the old set­ 
tlers who live there, some of 
whom went there three years af­ 
ter the fight, when the cart tracks 
were still to be seen, and where 
banks had been dug down, brush 
cut, etc. It was, in fact, a plain 
beaten out road, and remained so 
for years. There were 1200 or 
more Mexican t r o o p s , besides 
mules, horses and carts. The^e 
were both infantry and cavalry, 
and the route to their retreat 
was about three miles north of 
the present settlements of Ouihi 
and New Fountain, and nearlv a 
west course from San Antonio, 


crossing the Medina above where 
I Castroville now is.” (Evidently at 
the place since known as the 
I Canyon Crossing, the only spot 
near affording the three v i t a l 
1 essentials for such a crossing- 
low, gradually sloping banks on 
both sides of a solid rock-bottom 
stream and a break in the hills 
to the west. F.D.) 
“The fight took place between 
the Verde and Hondo, on the east 
side of the latter, and distant 
I about forty miles from San An­ 
tonio. The pursuit ended here, 
I and die Texans scattered back to 
their homes.” 
In this connection, it is not 
out of place to note that the 
“old settlers” mentioned by Mr. 
Sowell as having been interview­ 
ed by him in the middle 1890‘s 
have all long since passed away. 
Farms with their fields, roads 
and cross-fences, have about, if 
not completely, effaced all land­ 
marks whereby the exact spot 
where the fight oceured 
might 
be positively located. It will be 
noted that there is some vari­ 
ation in the accounts given by 
the two writers flbovg quoits 
The spot pointed out to this 
writer as the location by a des­ 
cendant of one of these pioneers, 
and who owned for years the 
tract of land embracing the bat- 
! tie field, the late Fred Neumann. 


I is some six miles a little west 
of north of Hondo town, just a 
few yards east of the Hondo- 
Tarpiey road and is plainly in 
view to your right as you travel 
north on the road, and is made 
conspicuous at the present time 
by being covered by a dense 
growth of brush, mostly liveoak, 
and surrounded, for the most 
part, by an area recently bull­ 
dozed. 
A peculiar fact about the lo­ 
cation is that it is neither on 
the “east”—where the fight was 
presumed to have taken place— 
nor on the “ west”—where the 
cannon was supposed to have 
been p l a n t e d , but is on an 
“island” in the middle of the 
stream bed. By a strange and 
unusual freak of nature, t h e 
s t r e a m divides, spreads quite 
some distance apart, then as 
gradually converges below form­ 
ing an island of some consider­ 
able extent. Obviously it was an 
ample space for Woll’s 1200-man 
army to camp with all their ac- 
coutraments; but why c h o o s e 
such a place for a battle? One 
wonders! 
The writer’s first visit to the 
scene was with a man who had 
played over the grounds when a 
boy, George Neumann, son of the 
one time owner of the land, who 
pointed out an ancient and snarl­ 
ed liveoak behind which a Mexi­ 
can laborer on his father’s farm, 
who claimed to have been one of 
Woll’s soldiers, had hidden while 
the Texan’s bullets were flying. 
Some years before his death, the 
late Irving C. Honegger told the 
writer that he and George, as 
boyhood playmates, had amused 
themselves by picking b u l l e t s 
from the trees that grew there. 
Another i n c i d e n t connected 
with this matter that gives rise 
to speculation is the fart that 
when the government, some years 
ago, was scouring the country for 
places to erect “historic mark­ 
ers” , the Hondo battleground was 
entirely ignored and so remains 
unnoticed and unknown by the 
passer-by. Perhaps the markers 
agree with Col. MeCulloch that 
“the least said the best for all.” 
One wonders!

If you arc a married man re­ 
siding in Texas and your wife is 
not filing a separate income tax 
return, then the income tax re­ 
turn which you are filmg is a 
joint return and your w ife’s name 
must be shown with your name 
on the return, even though she 
has no earned income. Your w'ife 
should also sign the return. Such 
was the advice of R. L. P h o ­ 
ney, District Director of Internal 
Revenue for the Austin District. 
Phinney says that his office is 
receiving numerous returns from 
married men who are claiming 
exemption for a wife but do not 
show her name on the return, He 
explained that Texas is a com­ 
munity property state and the in­ 
come tax return of 
a 
married 
man is in fact a joint return 
with his wife unless the wife is 
filing a separate 
return. 
If 
a 
husband and wife do elect to file 


separate returns, the total in­ 
come of both must be equally 
divided and one half reported on 
each return. Phinney pointed out 
that under present tax computa- 
tifln laws there is no tax saving 
in filing separate returns. 
Phinney went on to say that 
the individual income tax forms 
for 1955 have been changed as to 
format from prior years and no 
separate line is now shown for 
the w ife’s name m claiming lier 
exemption. 
Phinney warned taxpayers that 
unless their returns are complete 
and correctly prepared, they will 
not be processed as speedily as 
those returns which are properly 
prepared.

It may be advisable to “ look a 
gift horse in the mouth” for 
the gift may cost the one who 
receives the gift in income taxes 
as well as the giver in gift taxes. 


For income tax purposes the 
cost basis of property received by 
gifts is the cost to the giver 
regardless of the fact that the 
giver may have paid a gift tax 
on the gift. The other rule is 
that in case of property received 
by inheritance, the cost basis is 
the fair market value at the 
date of the decedent’s death. 
An example will show the ap­ 
plication of the rules. Suppose a 
farmer acquired his land in the 
early days at a cost of $10,000. 
This property is now worth $50,000 
and the farmer wishes to retire

gives the farm to his daughter.

Otherwise, the 
plants may be damaged in stor­ 
age at the Post Office or E x ­ 
press Station. 2. If a 
neighbor 
cannot a c c e p t delivery, con­ 
tact the Post Office, and leave 
instructions 
as to where 
t h e 
plants can be delivered. A cool 
garage or shaded porch is always 
better than a mail room for stor­ 
age of dormant plants. 3. Best 
of all, if you are home, have 
the ground well prepared, and 
make your planting as soon 
as
